THE GREAT CROTON AQUEDUCT. 
We have placed on another page of thie paper a 
graphic account of this stupendous work from the New 
York Tribune. It surpasses the proudest works of an- 
tiquity, and if vastness aad utility be taken Into the ac- 
count, must be regarded as one of the most magnificent 
undertakings of the worll. The most considerable aque- 
duct of modern times, with the exception of this, is that 
which was built near Maintenon in France, by Louis 
XIV, for conveying to Versailles the waters of the river 
Eure. Its length is about nine miles, with two thousand 
five hundred and sixty fethoms of elevation, and the 
umber of its arches two hundred and forty-two, ar- 
ranged in three stories. Three large aqueducts built by 
the ancients, still supply modern Rome with water. The 
temmains of Roman aqueducts may be traced in other 
pats of the world; one of the most splendid of these, is 
that of Segovia in Spain, of which one hundred and fifty- 
mine arches joined without mortar, still remain to attest 
its ancient grandeur. The (Croton aqueduct exceeds all 
these in extent, Its cost is estimated at $12,000,000, 
With the plentiful supply of water whieh they can now 
command, we shal! expect our New York neighbers to 
equal Philadelphia in the geners! cleanliness of their 
caty, and so forth.
